‘ GENTLEMEN: Theaccompanying propositions, in the form of a treaty, 
have been recently sent to me by special messenger from the Choctaw 
Nation of Indians, and since it was received a protest against it has

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‘een forwarded. Both evince a desire to cede to the United States all 
their country east of the Mississippi, and both are here submitted, 
These measures are the voluntary acts of the Indians themselves. The 
Government was not represented in the councils which adopted them; 
nor had it any previous intimation that such steps were in contempla. `: 
plation. The Indians convened of their own accord, settled and exe. 
cuted the propositions contained in the treaty presented to me, and 
agreed to be bound by them if within three months they should receive 
the approbation of the President and Senate. The other measure is 
equally their own. : f 

It is certainly desirous, on various and very pressing accounts, as 
will appear from the accompanying documents, that some agreement 
should he concluded with the Indians by which an object so important 
as their removal beyond the territorial limits of the States may be 
affected. In settling the terms of such an agreement, I am disposed to 
exercise the utmost liberality, and to concur in any which are con- 
sistent with the Constitution, and not incompatible with the interests 
of the United States and their duties to the Indians. I cannot, how- 
ever, regard the terms proposed by the Choetaws to be in all respects of 
this character; but desirous of concluding an arrangement upon such 
as are, | have drawn up the accompanying amendments, which I pro- 
pose to offer to the Choctaws, if they meet the approbation of the Sen- 
ate. The conditions which they offer are such as in my judgment will 
be most likely to be acceptable to both parties and are liable to the 
fewest objections. Not being tenacious. though, on the subject, £ will 
most cheerfully adopt any moditications which, on a frank interchange 
of opinions my Constitutional advisers may suggest and which I shall 

` be satisfied are reconcilable with my official duties. 

With these views, I ask the opinion of the Senate upon the following 
questions: 

Will the Senate advise the conclusion of a treaty with the Choctaw 
Nation according to the terms which they propose? Or will the Senate 
advise the conclusion of a treaty with that tribe as modified by the 
alterations suggested by me? If not, what further alteration or modi- 
fication will the Senate propose ? 

I am fully aware that in thus resorting to the early practice of the 
Government, by asking the previons advice of the Senate in the of this 
portion of my duties, I am departing from a long, and for many years 
an unbroken usage in similar cases. But being satisfied that this resort 
is consistent with the provisions of the Constitution ; that it is strongly 
recommended in this iastauce by considerations of expediency; and that 
the reasons which have led to the observance of a different practice, 
though very cogent in negotiations with foreign nations do not apply 
with equal force to those made with Indian tribes, I flatter myself that 
it will not meet the disapprobation of the Senate. Among the reasons 
for a previous expression of the views of the Senate, the following are’ 
stated as most prominent: 

1, The Indians have requested that their propositions should be sub- 
mitted to the Senate. 

2. The opinion of the Senate, in relation to the terms to be proposed, 
will have a salutary effect in a future negotiation, if one should be 
deemed proper. 

3. ‘The Choctaw is one of the most numerous and powerful tribes within 
our borders, and as the conclusion of a treaty with them may have a 
controlling effect upon other tribes, it is important that its terms should 
be well considered. Those now proposed by the Choctaws, though ob- 
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jectionable, it is believed are susceptible of modifications which will 
leave them conformable to the humane and liberal policy which the Gov- 
ernment desires to observe towards the Indian tribes, and be at the same 
time acceptable to them. To be possessed of the views of the Senate 
on this important and delicate branch of our future negotiations would 
enable the President to act much more effectively in the exercise of his 
particular fuuctions. There is also the best reason to believe that meas- 
ures in this respect emanating from the united couusel of the treaty- 
making power would be more satisfactory to the American people and 
to the Indians. 

It will be seen thatthe pecuniary stipulations are large, and in bring- 
ing this subject to the consideration of the Senate I may be allowed to 
remark that the amount of money which may be secured to be paid 
should, in ny judgment, be viewed, as of minor importance. If a fund 
adequate to the object in view can be obtained from the lands which 
they cede, all the purposes of the Government should be regarded as 
answered. The great desideratum 1s the removal of the Indians, and 
the settlement of the perplexing question involved in their present lo- 
cation, a question in which several of the States of this Union have the 
deepest interest, and which if left undecided much longer may eventu- 
ate in serious injury to the Indians.

to represent the Indians, and wanting nothing but the sanctions of the 
_ United States in due form to make it obligatory upon the parties. 

Document D is a protest, under the signatures of a portion of the 
Choctaws, against it, and containing charges against those who had an 
active agency in preparing and forwarding it to the President. 

Lhe committee are of opinion that, whether the charges are well 
founded or not, as they have been formally made they ought to induce 
the President of the United States to withhold his sanetion to it until 
the sense of the nation could be fairly taken, even if the terms proposed 
in the instrument were such as the United States would deem equitable 
and just. But, independent of this objection, the terms themselves are, 
iu the opinion of the committee, so unreasonable that the United States 
-ought by no means to accede to them, even if the nation was unanimous 
dn proposiug them. In the opinion of the committee it would bea waste 

‘of time to go much into detail in specifying objections. They would 
barely remark that the 3d, 12th, 16th, 18th, and 20th articles contain 

Stipulations which ought uot to reveive the countenauce of the President 

or of the Senate. They therefore recommend to the Senate the adoption

They are decidedly of opinion that the terms to be proposed ought 
not only to be just but liberal towards the Indians, and in this respect 
it appears to the committee that if the terms abont to be proposed re. 
quire any alterations they should consist in lessening the considerations 
to be offered for the lands now occupied by the Choctaws. 

It appears from the documents submitted that very serious discon- 
tents exist in the nation, and if the Senate should, in advance of any 
negotiation, attempt to fix in detail the terms and stipulations to bein- 
cluded in a treaty, such course might have the effect of defeating en- 
tirely an agreement with the Choctaws which might be highly advan. 
tageous to them and to the United States. The committee therefore 
ask to be discharged from the farther consideration of this subject.

It is gratifying to me to be able to communicate to the Senate, before 
the termination of its present session, for its advice and consent as to 
the ratification of it, a convention just received at the Department of 
State, between the United States ‘and His Majesty the King of Den- 
mark, which was negotiated on the part of the former by Mr. Henry 
Wheaton, their chargé Waffaires at the Court of Denmark, and on that 
of the latter by the Sieurs Henry Count de Schemmelman, his minister 
of foreign affairs, and Paul Christian de Stemann, president of his 
chancery, and concluded and signed by these plenipotentiaries at Co- 
penhagen on the 28th of March of the present year, 

The convention provides by compromise for the adjustment and pay- 
ment of indemnities to no inconsiderable amount, long sought from the 
Government of Denmark by that of the United States in behalf of their 
citizens who had preferred claims for the same, relating to the seizure, 
detention, and condemnation or confiscation of their vessels, cargoes, 
or property by the public armed ships, or by the tribunals of Denmark, 
or in the states subject to the Danish scepter; and there is every rea- 
son to believe, as the Senate will infer from the correspondence which 
accompanies this communication, that the proposed arrangement will 
prove entirely satisfactory to them.

Report of a committee of the Senate on the Rules in relation to the 
confidential executive business. . 


IN SENATE OF THE UNITED STATES, 
March 12, 1830. 

Resolved, That a committee be appointed to take into consideration 
the rules in relation to the confidential proceedings of the Senate in 
its executive capacity, and to report thereon. 

Ordered, That Messrs. Hayne, Webster, Grundy, Bell, and Benton 
be the committee. 

March 24, 1830. 

Mr. Hayne submitted the following report: 

The select committee to whom the above resolution was referred have 
had the same under consideration, and respectfully report : 

That the rules of the Senate, so far as they are embraced in the reso- 
lution, are the 38th, 39th, and 40th, in the following words: 

“38. All confidential communications made by the President of the 
United States to the Senate shall be by the members thereof kept 
Secret; and all treaties which may be laid before the Senate shall also 
be kept secret until the Senate shall by their resolution take off the 
injunction of secrecy. 

“39. All information or remarks touching or concerning the char- 
acter or qualifications of any person nominated by the President to ` 
office shall be kept secret. 

“40. When acting on confidential or executive business the Senate 
shall be cleared of all persons except the Secretary, the Sergeant-at- 
Arms, and Doorkeeper, or in his absence the assistant doorkeeper. 

_ From these rules it manifestly appears that the injunction of secrecy 
Hees on the Senate while acting in its executive capacity em- 
WACES; 

Ist. All confidential communcations made by the President of the 
United States to the Senate. 

2d. Al treaties which may be laid before the Senate. 

3d. All information or remarks touching or concernin g the character 
or qualifications of any persons nominated by the President to office. 

Under each of these heads it may be necessary to submit a few ob- 


Servations. 
First.— Confidential communications made by the President. 
: rae, ance Ge Cea a ees Se E i DPE ip E 


_It has been supposed, from the President to the Senate in its execu- 
tive capacity are confidential ; and, indeed, some gentlemen have gone 
s0 far as to contend that all the executive proceedings of the Senate 
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are of this character. This opinion seems to rest entirely upon the 
practice of acting on executive business with closed doors. But this 
practice seems to be indispensable to enable the Senate to act without 
a violation of secrecy in regard to “treaties” and other “confidential 
communications,” the character of which can only be known after they 
are read and examined. 

To prove conclusively that all executive business is not confidential 
it is only necessary to refer to the rules above quoted, where the busi- 
ness to be considered confidential is specially designated. 

The 40th rule, moreover, carefully distinguishes between business 
“confidential” or merely “executive,” when it uses the expression 
«when acting on confidential or executive business.” If all executive 
business was of course confidential, one of these words would have 
been omitted. 

By the words “confidential communications made by the President,” 
the committee understand communications designated by the Executive 
as “confidential,” and if it has not been the usual practice of the Exec- 
utive to observe this distinction, no difficulty can arise hereafter, when 
the views of the Senate on this subject shall be made known. 

To show that our Executive magistrates heretofore have not consid- 
ered all communications made to the Senate in its executive capacity as 
confidential, it is only necessary to observe that nothing has been more 
common than to find nominations announced in the public prints on 
the very day they have been made to the Senate. By considering as 
confidential only those communications made by the President which 
shall be marked by him “confidential,” the Executive and the Senate 
will be under equal obligations to keep all such communications secret. 


Second.— Treaties.” 


The rule provides that “treaties shall be kept secret until the Senate 
shall by their resolution take off the injunction of secrecy.” The obvious 
propriety of this rule renders comment unnecessary ; and though cases 
may be conceived in which it might be wholly immaterial whether 
treaties should be openly discussed or not, yet, in laying down a general 
rule, it is manifest that all proceedings in relation to them ought to be 
considered as confidential. 

The true construction of this rule, and the only safe practice under 
it, would seem to be to consider everything connected with a treaty as 
confidential. The fact of its being submitted to the Senate, its terms 
and provisions and all the proceedings of the Senate in relation to it 
must be kept secret until the injunction of secrecy shall be removed. 


Third.—Information or remarks touching the character or qualifications of 
persons nominated to office. 


This rule is too explicit to admit of a doubt as to the obligation to 
keep secret everything that may be said by a Senator touching the 
character or qualifications of persons nominated to office. The object 
of this rule is to encourage that free and confidential interchange of 
opinion among the members of the Senate, necessary to a just and en- 
lightened decision on the character and qualifications of candidates for 
offices. So far this rule embraces “information” given or remarks made, 
there can be nọ difficulty. But it may be asked whether any injunction 
of secrecy is imposed by this rule.

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1st. In relation to the fact that an individual has been nominated to 
any office before the nomination has been acted on. ene: 

2d. In relation to the confirmation or rejection of such nomination, 

3d. In relation to the state of the vote by which such rejection or 
confirmation has taken place. ; 

4th. In relation to the votes of individual members of the Senate on 
such nomination. , 

That the words of the rule do not impose secrecy in any of the three 
first-named cases can hardly admit of a doubt, and it seems equally 
clear that they are not embraced within the reason of the rule. The only 
point that can be considered at all doubtful is, whether the disclosure l 
of the vote of any individual member of the Senate does not come within 
the reason of the rule which forbids the disclosure of “ the remarks” of 
any member touching the character and qualifications of any persons 
nominated by the President. A vote, though not, strictly speaking, a 
remark, is clearly the expression of an opinion; and if the former ought 
to be kept secret so ought the latter. On the whole, therefore, the com- 
mittee are of the opinion that, in addition to keeping secret all remarks 
on the character and qualificatiqns of persons nominated, the votes of 
individual members must also be kept secret; though they think that 
this rule ought not to prevent a gentleman from making known his own 
individual vote on such nomination, taking care to keep secret, the votes 
of others. 

It appears to the committee that the rule as it now stands is not suf 
ficiently comprehensive to embrace remarks touching the character of 
persons other than those who may be nominated to office. To embrace 
that object the committee recommend that the 39th rule be so amended 
as to read as follows: Rule 39. All information or remarks touching or 
concerning the character, conduct, or qualifications of individuals shall 
be kept secret. 

The effect of removals of the injunction of secrecy alone remains to 
be considered. 

The effect of an unqualified removal of the injunction of secrecy would 
seem to be to permit the publication of everything now required by the 
rules to be kept secret. To guard against the disclosure of remarks 
made by Senators touchin & the character and qualifications of persons 
nominated, it has been usual to provide for the removal of the injune- 
tion merely from the “proceedings” of the Senate. Where this has 
been done in relation’ to appointments, the remarks of Senators have 
been still considered as secret, but the injunction has been regarded as 
removed from all the votes given in the case. Where the injunction 
has been removed from the proceedings in other cases, the members of 
the Senate have been considered as at liberty even to publish their “ re- 
marks,” as was doue in the case of the Panama mission. On the whole, 
the committee are of opinion that removals of the injunction of secrecy 
should hereafter be considered as absolute or qualified according to the 
terms of the resolution. 

ae prevent misunderstanding on this Subject, the committee recom- 
mend: 

Ist. That all motions for the removal of the injunction of secrecy shall 
hereafter be subinitted in writing. 

2d. That under a resolution to remove the injunction of secreey from 
the journal of the proceedings nothing shall be made public except 
what may appear upon the Journal. 

3d. That a resolution to remove the injunction from all the proceed- 
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, ings shall be cénstrued to permit the publication of everything except 
4 remarks touching the character and qualification of individuals. Under 
such a resolution the speeches of Senators which may, under the exist- 
ing rules, be required to be kept secret, and not relating to the charac- 
ter of individuals, may be published. 

4. That a resolution to remove the injunction of secrecy so as to per- 
mit the publication of the remarks of individuals “touching the char- 
acter, conduct, or qualifications of individuals” must declare that object ` 
in positive terms.
